Primarily It's the need 
to move. Tha fast-moving 20th century with Its 
fantastic achievements in science and technology 
has virtually "chained" many down, de voiding 
them ol movement, absolutely essential for 
health. 

I-'uii her mure, some girls want to practise 
gymnastics. But they aren't accepted Into 
gymnastics groups because of age or physical 
factors. Not every one ts able to do a double 
somersault, pirouettes and other complex ele- 
ments after all. Earlier there was an "outlet" — 
callsthenic gymnastics. But this hoi become so 
complex (Just remomber the bail exercises — 
not everyone con do them) as to prohibit access 
tor everyone. 

Well aerobic gymnastics Is different. PI ret. they 


practise In groups and not alone. Second, fast 
“mischievous" music accompanies every move- 
ment, third, you practise it at your leisure with- 
out any competition. Fourth, it Is most good for 
those who know how to knit and tlitnk up dif- 
ferent costumes. Fifth, the age for participants 
Is between seven and 70. The only drawback 
may be the health condition of those willing to 
train. You need a doctor's advice since not 
everyone can perform for 20 to 40 minutes 
without stopping. 

The sessions are normally held two to three 
times a week. Most of the groups are female, but 
there are mixed ones, too (with children and 
men). Is there any benefit from all this? Yes, 
there Is: weight goes down, the figure and the 
general Indicators of health Improve (for In- 
stance, blood pressure, pulao), as well as the 
favourable emotional Impact from music, tho 
colours of costumes, communications.

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‘CALL TO ARMS’ 


Waihlnilon. President Reagan 
went on national TV recently to 
discuss US policy In Central 
America. Ha factually declared 
military Interference and aggres- 
sion in Central America to put 
down the revolutionary and na- 
tional liberation movement Ibere 
as a legitimate right and the 
moral duly of the USA. 

Demonstrating the primitive 
political parochialism or tha 
present US administration's ap- 
proach and following the cut- 
and-drled dogmas of on 1 1 -com- 
munism. Reagan described the 
complex processes now under- 
way In Central America ex- 
clusively as the result of "Mos- 
cow's Intrigues" and ■ foreign In- 


terference’' while clung not a 
single fact to support his ciiar- 

ges. 

The speech provoked wide- 
spread denunciation in the USA. 
House Speaker T. O'Neil des- 
cribed it as a call lo arms. He 
stressed that Reagan thus des- 
troyed the hope for ending the 
secret war against Nicaragua 
and raining Its ports. The USA is 
on the way lo a new military ad- 
venture abroad and a new ■’Viet- 
nam", stresses an open letter to 
Americans by Congressman Del- 
lunu. Ha uxgad Hie US public lo 
move urgently to prevent large- 
scale US military Intervention In 
Central America. 


INTERNATIONAL COURT 
CONDEMNS WASHINGTON 


The Hague- The Untied Stales 
must put an Immediate Hop to 
Its mining or Nicaraguan porla. 
.Such la tha ludgetnenl ol Hie In- 
ternational tfturf or Justice at 
the Hsgua. with all fifteen mem- 
bers of the court voting for It. 
With fourteen volea In (avour, a 
decision was paired condemning 
any encroachments on ihe polit- 
ical Independence of Nicaragua 
via military, paramilitary idiom 
or via threat of force. 

Thue the International Court 
of Justice lias pronounced the 
American administration guilty 
or the Illegal anions which pro- 
voked the Sandinlst government 
to lodge a complaint with this 
supreme Judicial body. 

It should lie recalled that 
when Ihe Security Council 
examined the mining of the Ni- 
caragua n ports Luue. the United 
States had lo exercise Its right 
nl veto to prevent the adoption 
of a resolution condemning its 
actions, although votes in favour 
o! Ihe resolution were cast by thir- 
teen delegates with one absten- 
tion. Foreseeing that It would be 
still more difficult to find sup- 
port among the fifteen judges, 
elected from among leading In- 
ternational lawyers, and that It 
would be Impossible to protect 
Itseir hy exercising Ihe right of 
veto. Washington hastily dec- 
lared that for two years it would

not recognise the authority of 
the International Court of Jus- 
tice In disputes relating to Cent- 
ral America. 

At Ihe Hague, the cue ol Ni- 
caragua vs the United States 
has ended in victory for the 
plaintiff. Regardless of whether 
or not the defendant Is willing 
lo submit lo court’s ruling, it 
represents a moral and political 
defeat for Washington and a 
serious blow to Reagan's im- 
perial ambitions In Central 
America.

VIETNAMESE PRIME MINISTER 
PROTESTS AT CHINESE ACTION 


New York. The sltuetlan on 
the Slno- Vietnamese border is 
becoming increasingly grave. 
The Chinese are violating the 
border more and more often, 
carrying out Incursions inio 
Vietnam, said Pham Van Dong. 
Chairman of the Council of Min- 
isters of tb& Socialist Republic 
of Vietnam, in an Interview to 
the ‘'Newsweek" magazine. 

He dressed that the present 
aggravation In Slno- Vietnamese 
relations Is not accidental. Pek- 
ing is out to subvert the at-

The autho- 
rities In Peking arc trying lo 
support the Pol Pot gangs which 
over the past lew months have 
suffered a number of defeats at 
the hands of the armed forces of 
People's Kampuchea.

WIND PUTS BRAKES 
ON THE PLANET 

Soviet geophysical! maintain 
■hat an Indomitable wind Is 
even capable of pulling a brak- 
ing on Ihe Earth’s rotation 
around its axis. Because of sea- 
sonal changes in Iho global cir- 
culation ol a linos phe re lire 
planet relates rosier In winter 
and summer, and slows down In 
spring and autumn. For examp- 
le. a day in July is one mil- 
lionth shorter than a day In Ap- 
ril 01 November. 

Tills Irregularity in the 
Garth's rotation, which was dis- 
covered about twenty-five yea is 
ago by the astronomical Lime 
service, has resisted all the 
theoretical scientists' attempts 
lo explain It on the basis ol 
celestial mechanics. However, 
astronomical data, analysed 
against the background of world 
meteorological observations, has 
enabled experts at the Main 
Geophysical Observatory in Le- 
ningrad to conclude that this 
mysterious slow-down in lhe 
Earth's relation can be allrl- 
- buted lo western winds domi- 
nating the atmosphere. In other 
words, the atmosphere rotates 
faster Iban the planet. In mid- 
summer and midwinter when 
cyclones become weaker, the 
Earth revolves faster. In spring 
and autumn lhe wind blows so 
strongly against the rough ter- 
rain that H can serve as a sort 
of brake.

MNI correspondent 
Gavriil PETROSYAN talks about 
fho problems facing Sovlol mu- 
| seunis. 

There are some 12,000 or ao 
museums worldwide, nearly 
2,000 ol which are in iho USSR. 
Tbelr number in Ibis country lq 
steadily growing, as are the 
ranks of lhelr visitors — over 
100 million a year. 

Soviet museums have always 
rvlictl on central or local funds 
lor restoration work and uvory- 
day activities, which Is why mu- 
seums are growing in number in 
Iho USSR — - Iho very idea of 
somo ol them closing due lo 
lark ol lunds is inconceivable. 

Soviet museums fare n rouge 
n! problems, Including I huso 
common lo museums world w Ido, 
The most crucial ol them is the 
exhibits themselves. Essentially, 
only 14 10 15 per coni ol the 
ootiro stock ol tho museums is 
on display. The rest Is kept In 
storage. In to rest I ugly, there are 
museums, for instance, tho re- 
nowned Bakhrushin Theatrical 
Museum in Moscow, which dis- 
plays but Iwo per coni of Ms 
1.5 million items, while iho col- 
lodions of practically all mu- 
seums are steadily growing. The 
annual average increment ranges 
from 500 lo 1,000. reaching 2,000 
In a lew museums. 

How docs Ihe USSR go about 
solving Mils acute problem? 

First, new museums spring up 
every year and exhibition space 
Is expanded. 

Second, nearly all Soviet mu- 
seums frequently have spcdal 
exhibitions. Travelling museums, 
like auto museums, rail mu- 
seums, ship museums and even 
airborne museums, lake exhibit!

Svetlana Voskresenskaya graduated from the 
Moscow Ballet School. For several years aho 
worked with the Abal Opera and Ballet Theatre 
Id the Kazakhstan capital ol Alma-Ata. Six year* 
ago Svetlana returned home to Moscow where 
she became a soloist with the Moscow Classical 
Ballet Ensemble, She did e tot ot dancing tor the 
company taking part to alt the ensemble's pro- 
duct tons sail concert programmes though she 
wai not entirely happy executing Iho work of 
other choreograpbora.

The 
choreographic principles of these two masters 
are reflected In Voskresenskaya’s works. 

Svetlana's Hist Independent productions In- 
clude a Spanish dance to music by Ravel. It was 
here that her ability tor psychological Interpre- 
tation of human characters In dance became 
evident, listening to an Elton John recording In- 
spired Svetlana lo create a dance number based 
an this music. The result. “Improvisation", to 
now In the repertoire of the Moscow Classical 
Ballet Ensemble. Svetlana was then Inspired lo 
turn Antoine de Saint- Exupery** story, “The 
Little Prince". Into a ballet. 

Profound thought, the ability to translate a 
theme Into dramatic terns, a sense ol form and 
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Svetlana Voskresenskaya during rehearsal, 

a rich itylliUc culture are the characteristic 
trails of Voskresenskaya’s choreography. In her 
productions she tries to depart from the custo- 
mary canonic forms and to express the Inner 
world ol her contemporaries In free plasticity. 

Her lint production, “Antony and Cleopatra” 
lo music by Prokofiev, staged at the Slanhlavaky 
and Nemirovich-Danchenko Musical Theatre, la 
a great success. The mala parts were especially 
written for the Iheatre’a leading dancers, Marga- 
rita Droidova and Vladimir Kirillov. 

When Ihe Moscow Classical Ballet Ensemble 
attended classes at Ihe Academy ol Jan, In 
Rio de Janeiro, It was Svotlana Voskresenskaya 
who was the (pilckest to absorb the plosUdly of 
this modern dance form. And it ta this genre in 
deuce that !j closest lo her, both as dancer and 
choreographer.

For example, hydroacoustic 
survey end sample catching per- 
formed by Soviet research ves- 
sels allowed the Canadian 
marine experts to adopt recom- 
mendations to increase total 
capelan quotas In 1984 from 50 
thousand to 100 thousand tonnes. 
There Is a similar programme 
for Allantic saury, while sliver 
hake and lower-depth lishet are 
studied and collected data are 
exchanged.
